But though the rough element has disappeared, Gleichen still is 
an important cowtown and can still look picturesque when the boys in 
heir chaps and brightly colored shirts and neckerchiefs strike town. 

At the cattle round-up in 1913, fifty thousand head of cattle 
were dipped. The dipping of the cattle has come to be one of the 
events of annual importance and visitors from fur and near come vw see 
it. Each year one hears the same remark too, ‘‘This will be the last 
year you will ever have an opportunity of seeing so many cattle, the 
ranges are being so badly cut up for farming.’’ Yet when the time 
comes around again there are just as muny cattle to be dipped, Tf, in 
some parts of the country, the ranges are disuppearing, this cannot be 
suid of the Gleichen district where there are now more cattle than ever 
before.

Some Forestry Facts 

The forests of Argentine are sald 
{to contain enormous reserves of que: 
bracho, a tree of large size producing 
a very hard wood containing from 16’ 
to 26 per cent. of tannin, In 1011 Ar- 
gentina exported 68,431 tons of tannin 
extract, besides 35,793 railway ties 
made from this wood and 438,216 tons 
of the timber, 

At a cost of only $50 the Dominion 
Foréstry Branch recently erected a 


looking two hundred square miles of 
woodland, Similar towers are being 
built on all the Dominion forest re- 
serves in the west in order that fires 
may be seen and extinguished before 
they have time to spread beyond con: 
trol. 

Douglas fir was the only important | 
timber tree in Canada whose produc: | 
tion of lumber in 1912 did not show a} 
decrease from 1911. This tree, which! 
is the chief timber species in British | 
Columbia, and is third in importance | 
in Canada, derived its name from| 
David Douglas, who discovered it in 
1827 and introducee it into the gar- 
dens of Europe. Its adaptability and 
rapid rate of growth led to its being 
largely planted as a forest tree in Ger-} 
many, France, Denmark and England, 
and the Indians in British Columbia 
sell immense quantities to European 
dealers every year. A Danish planta- 
tion at the age of 29 years produced 
7 cords of wood, equal to an annual 
production of three cords per acre, 
which is about three times the 
growtlh-rate of white pine on average 
soil in Canada, The wood of Douglas 
fir is also considerably stronger than! 
white pine, and is valued highly for 
construction purposes because of its 
size, strength and comparative light- 
ness. The mechanical properties of 
this wood will be fully investigated at 
the Forest Products Laboratories re- 
cently establisht by the Dominion 
Forestry Branch at McGill University, 
Montreal, 

A tree in its lifetime produces over 
a million seeds. If only one of theso 
seeds grows up to take its place, that 
tree has fulfilled its function. 

At present, in orcer to secure ade- 
quate forest fire-production it is nee- 
essary to instal lookout towers and 
telephone lines so that the fire-rang- 
ers may early locate forest fires and 
rapidly assemble a for to fight 
them. A professor of physics has re- | 
cently stated that “there can be rea- 
sonable doubt as to the. applicability 
of wireless telegraph to the forester’s 
problem of communication.” An elec- 
trical engineer in a@ recent book on! 
“Telephonology” supplements this} 
statement by predicting that “in the 
hear future the wireless telephone 
will not only progress far ahead of 
the wireless telegraph, but take its} 
place.” When instruments are per: 
fected suitable for forest use, existing 
systems of forest fire-protection will 
be, to a large extent, revolutionized, 

A Vancouver lumberman has esti- 
mated that ‘one ton of refuse goes to 
the burners for every thousand feet of | 
Jumber cut.” In his own saw mill he 
has eliminated this waste by breaking 
up the refuse into small pieces which 
are manufactured into fue! briquettes 
at a cost of only $3 a ton

In Transforming the Western Plains 
From a Hunting Ground to a Farm- 
ing Country, No Small Part Has 
Been Played by the Roys! North- 
west Mounted Police, 

It has taken bu: 25 years {+ urans- 
form Western Caneda from the hunt 
ing ground of the Indian to a farm- 
ing country, With large 
population, controlled by the white 
race, In this march of progress the 
Royal North-West Mounted Polica, or 
the “Scarlet Riders of the Plains” as 
they have become known in fictional 
terms, have exercised a guiding hand. 
Prior to the organization of this force 
“the traders, trappers, half-brecds and 
Indians were a law unto themselves,” 
according to the report preserted vy 
Col, Ross, prior to the organization of 
the force. Lawlessness and disorder 
rapidly gave way Yefore the mounted 
police, who soon acquired a name for 
fearlessness and perseverance in the 
execution of their duty. 

The activities of the foree extended 
from the western limits of Ontario to 
the Pacific Ocean, Their influence 
was even felt in the Arctic regions 
when occasion demanded [t. Today 
regular forces exitt in each of the 
western provinces and in the Arctic 
circles, and Eskimo, Indian and white 
man alike respect the arm of the law 
As represented in the mounted police. 
The various costumes shown in the 
photo taken at headquarters at Re- 
gina and reproduded herewith, sho’ 
the various uniforms in use from the 
Arctic Circle down to the prairies. 

One instance might be cited to show 
the respect of the Indi.n for the 
police, A tribe of Indians on the war- 
path broke from. the reserve at Fort 
Swan River and crogsed the interna- 
tional boundary into the States. They 
were rounjed up t: a United States 
troop of cavalry and brought back to 
the boundary for delivery to the 
mounted police. One red coat was on 
hand to greet the cavalry troop and 
their prisoners, who numbered over 
60. When the American office: was 
dubious about handing the Indians 
over the solitary Mountie—who was 
None other than Sergeant Martio of 
Regina—he Was promptly given a re- 
ceipt, and the Indians were brought 
on to Fort Qu’Appelle by this officer, 
single-handed. It fell to the lot of A. 
Stewart, now of Regina, then a ser- 
geant-major,, to escort, lone-handed, 
the Indians from Fort Qiu’Apelle to 
their reserve, a distance of 125 miles, 

While such eve.ts as these are cov- 
ered by brief reports, shrouded .in 

* modesty, the details sometimes come 
to Nght. Another instance worthy of 
mention is that in which Sergeant 

Gavine, some 20 years ago, was des- 

patched to arrest an Indian on a re- 

serve near Fort Qu’Appelle. Despite 
the fact that the Indian had a bad 
reputation and was located among his 
friends, this officer never swerved 
from the path of duty. When passing 
na bluff near the reserve Gavine no- 
ticed the muzzle of a gu. pointing 
menacingly at him from some bushes. 

He turned his horse to one side, and 

was just seeking cover when the gun 

barked. The shot went wild, but the 
officer was quick to retura the fire. 

His aim was true for he wounded the 

Indian, captured him and returned to 

headquarters where a sentence of five 

years was meted out to the offender. 

Tales of long journeys occupying 
weeks and perhaps months occasion- 
ally come to light, such as was reveal- 
ed in the loss of the northern patrol, 
of which Inspector Fitzgerald had 
charge, 

In the early days horse-stealing in 
Western Canada was one of the worst 
offences known io the law.  Profes- 
sional bad men thought nothing of 
rustling off cattle and horses, As th: 
activities of the mounted police in- 
ereased these characters gradually 
fave way. 

“Dutch Henry” was one of the :nost 
famous of these bad men. He is ac- 
credited with having been the finest 
shot in the west a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. It is claimed that he could 
joss a 50 cent piece high in the air, 
and shoot it without fail. While char- 
acterized as a “fair haired boy,” his 
nerve and ability to shoot made him 
a bad man of the worst type. 

Sergt.-Major Stewart of Regina, in 
f modest Way, described recently, how: 
he and « United States marshal cap- 
tured this noted outlaw about 25 
years ago. The chase occupied over 
three weeks, “and wo didn't even 
have a fight,” said Mr, Stewart, “as 
he had lost his rifle and six-shooter 


when his tent had beer burned 
down."

BRITAIN'S NAVAL SUPERIORITY 


Dickinson Return Gives Great Lead in 
Battleships and Overwhelming - 
Proportion in Cruisers: 

The annual statement of the numer- 
ital strength of the navies of Great Bri- 
tain and foreign countries, commonly 
known as the “Dic..inson return,” has 
been issued recently in the form of 4 
parliamentary white paper. The re- 
turns “show all battleships, battle 
cruisers and cruisers of each navy 
which have been launched since Dec. 
31, 1893. In the case of other classes, 
all vessels are shown which still re- 
tain their armaments and are not for 
sale, 

The following comparisons * show 
the relative positions of the great 
powers of Europe in respect to ships 
built and ships building:

Demand of King Albert in Cor- 
recting Abuses 

Reforms in the Congo which were 
urged by King Albert in his cddress 
to parliament are being put into effect 
gradually, and the prediction is made 
that the colony in Africa soon will 
cease to be regarded as a burden to 
Belgium, or a8 @ source of criticism 
from the powers, as was the case un- 
der the late King Leopold. 

The large deficits recorded each 
year since the Congo was incorporat- 
ed by Belgium have made financial 
help one of the first needs. The gov- 
ernment plans to grant this by en- 
dorsement of all of the past and fut- 
ure debts of the Congo. It is also pro- 
posed to grant the colony a greater 
administrative autonomy. 

The colonial government is tobe 
transferred to Boma, so as to enable 
the governor tq receive the various 
district presidents and te permit him 
t frame adeqyate laws, inspired by 
real necessities of each district. It 
will also make possible the institution 
of a regular yeariy budget which 
does not now exist. 

Another reform is the zeorganiza- 
tion of judicial power, modifying it so 
as to give certain colonial agents 
police power, such as exists in certain 
British colonies.

FLOUR FOR THE ORIENT 


Western Flour Milis Are Increasing 
Shipments to Asiatic Centres 
The mills in Medicine Hat, Calgary 
and Lethbridge in Alberta are en- 
gaged in supplying heavi'y the Orien- 


tal flour trade. The Ogily:> mill at} 


Medicine Hat shipped a hundred thou- 
sand sacks and the Medicine Hat Mill- 
ing Co. 29,000 sacks, each of which 
weighed 49 pounds. The Elliscn Mill- 
ing Company of Lethbridge is the 
largest exporter of flour to Japan and 
China, with the Medicine Hat mill a 
cose second. The Western Milling 
Company of Calgary and the Robin 
Hood Mills of Calgary and Moose Jaw 
are also very large exporters to the 
Orient. 

Canada's exports of flour to Ger- 
many have more than doubled during 


the past six years. In 1908 the 
amount exported was 1,962,740 bar- 
rels, valued at $8,500,000. For the 


past fiscal year the exports amounted 
to 4,478,000 barrels, valuec at near- 
ly $20,000,000,

Old British Warships Sold by Auction 

Four supevannuated British war- 
ships, famous in their day, were. sold 
by auction recently to the highest bid- 
der, The most notable was the battle- 
ship Renown, which had several 
claims upon the public interest. For 
five or six years she has played the 
unheroie role o7 training ship for 
stokers at Portsmouth, but when in 
1895 the Renown wag first commis- 
sioned she proudly ranked not only 
as the most beautiful ironclad afloat, 
but also as the fastest vessel of the 
British fleet, bein, capable of 18% 
knots, The Renown also holds a 
unique position as the only modern 
British battleship sent to the North 
American station which she left for 
the Mediterranean when carrying 
Fisher's flag. Th. Renown was in- 
deed the favorite ship of the father 
of the dreadnoughts, and Lord Fisker 
cherished a silver model of her, a 
gift from officers who served under 


him. The Renowr. wes also the ves- 
sel. in which the present King and 
Queen made their journey to India. 
At the auction, sh. realized £39,000 
($195,000).

able. Herschel Island is now some 
2,000 miles away from the next near- 
est wire ess station, and with ranges 
of mountains intervening the range 
operation of each station would ce 
comparatively small. Moreover, ihe 
small sized vessels such as the Kar- 
luk, which go to the Arctic, have a 


wireless range of only about 100 
miles, 
With coastal stations or with the 


big and expensive stations which have 
been erected at Port Nelson, The Pas, 
ete., the government is now getting 
exceedingly satisfactory results. Coyn- 
munication by wireless from the Pa- 
cific coast station at Esquimault is 
now being had almost daily with Hon- 
olulu, and there have been days when 
the Canadian stat‘on has been ° 

touch clear across the Pacific with 
Japan. The station at Port Nelson 
which has just recently been erected 
is now working remarkably well. Com- 
munication between Port Arthur and 
Port Nelson fs said to be comparative- 
ly easy during the night when the 
atmospheric conditions are favorable. 
Messages are also being picked up at 
Port Nelson froin the Atlantic. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Station at Port Nelson was erected 
this winter under conditions which 
severely tried the endurance and the 
heroism of tne men engaged in th» 
work. The steel towers are 200 fcet 
high and on the top of these the men 
had to work in temperatures ranging 
from 20 to 30 degrees below zero. 

The government contemplates the 
tions in Hudson Ba; and Straits so as 
to provide sids to navigation from tio 
Atlantic to Port Nelson.

: A Missiorsry Hero 

Bishop Stringer of the Yukon is 
one of the most heroic men of the 
Church of England in Canada, The 
record of his life bristles with stir- 
ring incidents, which read more liko 
a romance than deeds of modern 
days. In 1292 he became missionary 
to the Eskimos on Herschel Island, 
in the Arctic ocean. Her3 he aud 
Mrs. Stringer worked for years, and 
here their second child, Herschell, 
was born. Their lives were often in 
great danger from the savage Eski- 
mos ‘of those days. When Bishop 
Bompas died in 1906 Mr, Stringer 
became his successor. He had been 
forced to leave Herschell Island ow- 
ing to failing eyesight and had taken 
up his station at White Horse, in the 
Yukon, 

Bishop Stringer Las in the Yukona 
diocese of 200,000 square niles, and 
it is necessary for him to be continu- 
ally on the move f:om plac: t» place, 
His principal places are Dawson, 
White Horse and Carcross. At the lat- 
ter town a large government school 
has been built for the Indian child- 
ren and is in charge of the bishop. 
Work is carried on among the whites 
and Indians. Of the latter there are 
about one thousand and nearly all be- 
long to the Church of England. 


CHARING CROSS BUSIEST DEPOT 


New London Station is Greatest Traf- 
fic Centre In the \/orld 

Though by exterior comparison the 
new Charing Cross station in London 
is uot in the same class with the 
New York Central o: Pennsylvania 
depots, the claim ie advanced that it 
is now becoming the busiest traffic iv 
the wogld. 

By the process of reconstruction 
which has been going on for two and 
a half years, there are now four rail- 
roads, one above the other at Charing 
‘ross. The Bakerloo Tube is at the 
bottdm, the Hampstead Tube twenty 
feet above it, the district railway 
thirty feet higher, and the Southeast- 
ern and Chatham et the top.
